{HE Roman Catholick Cantons have 
fufpended their Preparations of War, 
‘and begin to talk with fome Temper 
of the Injuries they preterd to have 
receiv’d from the Laudable Canton of 
‘Zurich : Tae Canton of Lucerne particularly, has 
written a 26 Letter tu the Regents of Zurich, in very 
modeft and civil Terms, touching the diirefpectful 
Language fome Peafants of the Canton of Zurich 
let fall concerning th: Regents of Lucerne; which they 
made fuch ado about in their former Letter. Like- 
wife the Canton of Schwitz have written to the Re- 
gents of Zurich who complain’d a certain Prieft of 
Sattel had talk’d {candaloufly of them, that they had 
reprov’d him for it, So that ‘tis hop’d now the Affair 


of Neukirch and other differences which have been. 


for fome’ time berween the Canton of Zurich and 
fome of the Catholick’Cantons, will foon be adjufted 
amicably. The Magiftrates of Lindau, {eeing their 
Town deliver’d from the Dangers they apprehended 
during the late Troubles of Swabia, have fent Depu- 
ties to Zurich, to thank that Canton for the Succours 
of Men and Arms with which they had furnifh’d 
thems and at the fame time to defire them to with- 
draw half thofe Men: Thefe Deputies are to go on 
to the Canton of Berne, which affifted them with 
Men likewife, with the like Compliment and Re- 
ueft.

‘Bafil, O&. 27. The Marquis de Puifieux, Ambaffa- 
dor of France, is daily expected back from the 
French Court. The Officers of the Swifs Regiment 
of Fleckenftein, who made fo poor a Defence in the 
Fort of la Thuile when it was attack’d and taken by 
the French, and retir’d into Switzerland with part of 
their Men ; pretending they could not keep thofe 
n together without Pay, have disbanded them, 
juft when thofe who are employ’d to lift Men for 
the French were ready to offer them Money and re- 
ceive them into his moft Chriftian Majefty’s Service ; 
which confirms many People in an Opinion, that 
there was before and is ftill a private Underftanding 
between them and the Court of France. The Duke 
of Savoy’s Envoy has exprefs’d fome Refentment of 
this laft Proceeding of thofe Officers ; but they com- 


plain on their Part, that not one Article of the Agree-. 


ment made with them by the faid Minifter, was per- 
form’d; but that after they had rais’d the Men we 
have mention’d, they could neither get Money, 
Cloaths, or Arms for them. Some other Swifs Off- 
cers, who have been Jong in the Duke of Savoy’s 
Service, and came hither lately. to raife Recruits, 
and had rais’d fome ;° ler the French Agents have

_ From the Camp at Borchloen, Octob, 31. We are 
inform’d, that when the Enemies Troops made a ge- 
neral Motion other day, the French that were gars 
rifon'd in the Town of Namur march’d out of it ; 
and defir’d the Spaniards who were garrifon’d in the 
Caftle, (and who would not entruft the Guard of it 
to the French,) to fecure the Gates and other Pofts of 
the Town in their Abfence. The Spaniards, miftruft- 
ing nothing, march’d out of the Caftle into the Town, 
as foon as the French had left it; but the French 
turning off to the Wood of Morlaigne, came back 
undifcover’d, by furprize got into the Caftle, and. 
keep Poffeffion of it. 


“Falmouth, October 28. To day came in the Seven. 
Provinces a Privateer of Fluthing, and brought in. 
with her the Sans-pareil a French Privateer of Breft 
of 16 Guns and 134 Men, which fhe took the 24th 
inftant near Uthant without firing one Gun. 

Plymouth, OGtober 29. Yefterday came in Sir Staf- 
ford Fairborne in Her Majefty’s Ship the Exerer,with 
the Revenge, Medway and Mary, from cruifing. And 
the Lion Privateer of Flufhing, which brought ina 
French Ship laden with Brandy, &c. bound from 
Naniz for the Weft-Indies, 

Port{/mouth, O&tober 30. This day fail’d for the 
Pr of Good Hope, Her Majefty’s Ship the Litch- 
field, and with her the Mary Gally Captain Tonfon 
Commander for India. The Eaft-India homeward 
bound Merchant Ships continue at Spithead. .
